THE NEW HONOURS, 


We were enabled definitely and positively to announce last week that the 
QUEEN, on the recommendation of Mr. Gravstong, had graciously deter- 
mined to advance Sir Natuanren pe Roruscnitp, then a Baronet and 
Member of Parliament, to the peerage of the United Kingdom,-and that 
the name of Roruscuitp by which he and his are so widely known would 
still distinguish him as a member of the Upper House, The fact 
momentous and a significant one, The personal dignity of Sir NatHaNnteE 
DE Rotusciitp is not in our eyes, or in those of his Jewish brethren 


generally, depen lent on the title of Lord, by which he will be in future 
desiguated.

Every Jew is nobly born, and a Roruscuitp inherits a thrice 
noble name, Sir pe himself was early immersed 
in great affairs, and has long since proved his mastery over them, his stern 
contempt for the seductions to which the vulgar millioriaire succumbs, his 
determination to secure the well-being of the less fortunate thousands who 
are perpetually in danger of being crushed by the dull weight of society 
above them. If every unit of the comfortable classes brought to the con- 
sideration of the condition of those beneath, a tenth of the practical bene- 
volence and painstaking sagacity which the Roruscuinps have always 
esteemed it their duty and their privilege to bestow, life would indeed be a 
d fferent thing in the alleys and byeways of this wealthy land. 


But although the rank of the head of the RorascHiLp family in Eng- 
land needs no enhancement, it is important that it should be known in 
Russia, in Palestine, in Morocco, in Roumania, throughout many cities and 
wide tracts of land in which the dew still vrovels at the feet of the oOppres- 
sor, that the Queers of England has called to her Privy Council and to the 
House of Peers a religious Jew; and that the oldest and proudest Senate 
of the world welcomes the President of the United Synagogue to a seat 
within its hall. The Roruscuicps, by their descent from the great financier 
whose probity and astuteness were recognised by the free City of Frankfort, 
and by the diplomatists of all Europe assembled in Congress at Vienna, are 
already Barons of the Austrian Empire. But in Austria-llungary itself, the 
question of the elevation of a Jew to the U pper House has been much dis- 
cussed, although finally decided in. the only way worthy of so enlightened a 


State; and the example of Great Britain, the mother of Parlia- 
ments, will be of service in emboldening the friends of religious 
freedom. In Russia and the Balkan Peninsula the effect will be 
heightened by the noteworthy fact that the elevatlon of Lord 
Rorascuitp is due to tke advice of Mr. Grapstone. The late 


Earl of BEACONSFIELD was an. intimate friend of Baron pk RotTHscuHicp ; 
Sir NaTHANIEL Rornscuitp was honoured with his confidence, and be- 
came his Executor jointly with the late Sir Puitire Rosrk. We cannot 
doubt, although we hasten to disclaim any authority for the assertion other 
than the piecing together of cireamstances which are known to all the world, 
that had Baron Lioxet ve Rorascuip or his eldest son wished to accept 
a peerage from Mr. GLapstone’s’ eminent predecessor, the QUEENS sign- 


manual would have ratified an appointment which was so much in the order 


of things. The Banines, the Cunrnies, the the Situs 
of Lombard Street, and other great bankers have furnished 
many recruits to the Peerage; and although it is true that 


in the recent Egyptian events Sir Natuanigi. ps has 
viven valued information and assistance -at times of great emergency to 
british Statesmen, yet services of this nature have been constantly rendered 
by his house to the Government, ever since Mr, N. M, Roruscuitp drove 
up from New Court to Downing Street with the news of NApoLeon’s eseape 
from Elba. It cannot be doubted, then, that a peerage from Lord Bracons- 
rieLp might have accelerated by some years the patent of nobility which is 
now passing the Great Seal. We rejoice that events have been ordered otherwise, 
It was Mr, who wrote, somewhat unfortunately, of “ Judaic sym- 
pathies under Lord administration. English Statesmen 
have to speak so much and so often that. their references cannot always be 
either happy or just. It is better, however, to be above suspicion, and now 
Mr. Guapstonxg, whom no one will accuse of Judaizing, invites, amid the 
interest and applause of the nation, the most active and prominent repre- 
sentative of Judaism to the illustrious House which cheered the periods of

But. fidelity to 
their ancient race and faith was too strong fi A such temptations, While Jewish 
descent formed no obstacle whatever to Parliamentary dignity, while Bernat, a 
Jew of pure race, had been actually Chairman of Committees of the HLouse of 
Commons, and Bexsawin Disragwi was fighting his way to power, the Roru- 
SCHILD, with Moxrreriore, GoLtpsmip, Van Oven and otherlarge-hearted men 
fought the long fight on behalf of admission to political privileges of Jews as 
Jews. Lord Matwessury in his memoirsdescribes Mr. Lioxet ve Roruecuicp 
standing throughout a long debate on the Emancipation of the Jews on the 
steps of the throne in the House of Lords. Afterwards, as Baron LIONEL, 
the same enterprising and tenacious man was again and again returned fo, 
the leading constituency of the Kingdom, the City of London, and in the 
end was the first Jew to take lis seat, lawfully and without having renounced 
the faith of his. ancestors, in either House of Parliament. It js fitting that 
his son should be the first Jewish member of the Upper House. In insisting 
on their right, not as distinguished individuals, but as Jews. the heroes of 
the Emancipation struggle won the victory not for themselves 


alone, but for 
the Jews of England, and of the world. 


Lord Roruscnitp was mindful of 
the spirit which animated his family when he uttered on Sunday these 
memorable words : “I need not tell you that I prize this great honour which 
has been conferred on me by the Qurey, not alone for myself, but for the 
entire Jewish race, and I hope that the Jews in other countries who stil] 
suffer from persecution may benefit by the toleration we receive in this 


country. For we, who enjoy full civil and politieal rights, must remem!

Dr. Herschler was President of 
the Jewish Congress held at Pesth in 1868, and has also held the post of Presi- 
dent of the Jewish community in that city. 

In Italy a Jew in the person of Count Edouard Cahen, of Rome, has been 
raised a step in the peerage by being created a marquis. By royal letters patent 
he has assumed the title of M nquis de Torre Altina.

A mocting of the Committee for Promoting ths Colonization of Palestine 
held oll sunday, at their olfice, doe Ar wry street. The 
receive a statement from the Rey. Dr. H. Adler, relative to some of the existing 
eo'onies in the Holy Land, Mr. Ev.is Bera, President of the Society. oceupied the 
Chair, and among those present. in addition to Dr. Adler, were the Revs.

Dr. HenMans ADLER, in addressing the inevsting, confined his remarks princi- 
pally to the position and prospects of the Petach Tikva Colony. (A full statement 
by Dr. Adler on this colony appeared in our issue of June l2th.) The other colonies, 
he said, were generally ina flourishing condition, thanks tothe munificence of Baron 
Edmond de Roth-child, of Paris, and they were in no need of any assistance, except 
that provited for them by the Baron, With the Petach Tikva Colony. the case was 
different. This settlement required considerable support, and everything should be 
due to maintain and strengthen it, But he advised that no new colonies should be 
oat to Palestine until the existing colonies, and 
Petach Tikva, especially, should be firmly est iblished. A great mistake had been 
mae a* the outset by the founders of the colony. Through it there ran a -river 
which in summer exhaled miasmas, arid rendered the locahty unfit for habitation. 
\t a distance from it of about one or two hours, there was a co.ony supplementary 
to it, named Moshab.Jchudah, but although the soil was good it was not adapted 
for agricultural purposes. In his opinion not one penny should be expended on the 
Petach ‘Tikva Colony without the knowledge or the co-operation of the Chowawe 
Aion Society, which hai an excellent representative on the spot, in Mr. W, Wissotzki, 
of Moscow. This gentleman had arranged to send out a practical farmer, Mr. Stara- 
wolski,of Rosnioe, near Bialystock, to become the Director of the Petach Tikvah 
Colony, and it would be well to'await his report before ideciding on taking action.

THE JEWS RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Sr. PETERSBURG, JUNE 7, 1885, 

You have already learnt, through other channels of information. that a cir. 
cular has been issued to the police in St. Petersburg, notifying that Jews who served 
in the army under the military regulations for 1874 are not exempt from the 
ordinary restrictions imposed on the Jews in Russia ; further, that the police have 
been ordered to expel from the capital the wives and children of such Jews in the re- 
serves whodo not live in that city. Some other directions, which are amplifications 
of those I have here briefly repeated, have also been given with reepect to Jews in 
the reserves and their families, The effect of all these measures is that about 
Jewish families have been or are being expelled from St. Petersburg. Nearly 145 
of these families have petitioned the Senate to annul the decrees which have been 
put in force against them, and there is the more reason to anticipate a fayourable 
hearing for their petitions, since the celebrated jurist Prince Urussow has declared 
his willingness to act as counsel for the distressed families, without demanding 
iy fes, This is notthe first time that this large-hearted and genial lawyer has 
devoted his legal acumen to the defence of the oppressed Jews, 
According to a recent declaration of the Senate, foreign artizans can only be 
admitted into the Russian Guilds if they can produce a certificate showing that 
they and their families, who intend to settle with them in Russia, belong to a 
Christian sect recognised by the State, This statement affects foreign Jews only, 
for Russia, unlike’ Roumania, docs not regard its native Jewish subjects as 
aliens, 
Now and then we are reminded that if the Russian Government treats the Jows 

on a whole in a barbarous fashion, exceptional favours are shown to individual 
members of that community, For instance, Dr. I. Kaufmann, who is widely known 
as a first-rate financier and statistician,and who occupies the post of Chief Editor 
to the Statistical Committee of the Ministry of the Interior, has just been sent by . 
this department on a foreign mission, The object of his journey is to make him. 
self thoroughly acquainted with the Factory Acts and their working in several] 
States of Western Europe. 
A few days agoa notice was posted up at the Institute for Railway Engincers, 
offering employment to the Engineers, who had just passed their examinations, on 
the construction of a railway which is to be extended from the existing line in 
Central Asia as far as Afghanistan. Several tempting privileges were offered to 
those who would accept engagements ; but whilst not a single Christian came 
forward, the Jewish etudents at the Institute declared their willingness 
to proceed to Afghanistan, But the services of one and all were declined. by the 
Government Authorities.

AJ)though 
many of the best exhibits were sent in by Jews, and had on account of thei, 
superiority attracted the attention not only of the general public, but also of the 
Emperor and Empress, the jury awarded prizes to only twelve Jewish exhibitors. 
With one exception, these prizes were of an unimportant character, the exception 
being the largest silver medal which was awarded to Herr Wolkowisky, for his 
truly artistic carvings in wood, | 
I hear from an authentic source that the so-called Kochasow Commission for 

the elaboration of a project regarding local elections has arrived at a decision, 
which thistime is more favourable to the Jews. The Commission is disposed to 
give Jews the right of participation in elections for provincial governing bodies, on 
thesole condition that they pay rates and taxes, It will be remembered that when some 
time ago the Commission considered the subject of municipal elections, it came to 
the conclusion to exclude Jewa from voting at such elections, The majority were 
even then disposed to act justly towards the Jews, but they were overridden by 
teir aristocratic colleagues, so that the President, M. de Kochanow, felt constrained 
to place the protocols on this subject in the hands of Count Pahlen’s Commission on 
the Jewish Questicen. 
I also learn that the Minister of the Interior has been asked to sanction a plan 

for the exclusion of Jewesses from the High School for Girls known as the Bestu- 
scheff School. ‘The Lumber of Jewesses at this inatitution is at present about 130 


An Lodustri ik Lixhibition is now open in St. P tersburg at which a number 
of Jews make avery creditable figure. The exhibit which attracts the most 
attention from the Visitors is a remarkable watch manufactured by M. Leiter- 
owsky. ‘Tae leading journals in St. Petersburg have published lengthy and 
flattering notices of this watch, which is a triamph of inventive genius and 
power of combination, When thé Emperor aud Empress visited the Exhibition 
they spent a considerable time in inspecting this exhibit. M. Leiterowsky only 
recently adopted a mechanical profession, having previously devoted himself to 
the study of the Talmud. Several other objec ts of note have been sent to the 
Exhibition by Jews, and have likewise received the commendation of the Emperor 
and Empress. 

A large portion of the Jewish population of Grodno, numbering altogether 
about $5,000 souls, have suffered heavily through the terrible conflagration which 
occurred in that important town on the 10th and 11th inst. Many hundreds of 
Jewish families are without-shelte oe but the Congregational Committee for the 
relief of the poor are doing their utmost to satisfy the pressing needs of the 
moment, and are affording help to the destitute without distinction of religious 
belief. ‘Tbe principal synagogue, with its sacred contents, happily escaped from 
the general destruction ; but most of the 28 “‘ Houses of Prayer” were burnt. 

The Emperor of Russia has granted 25,000 roubles for the relief of the 
saulferers. 

Nearly one hundred Jews have lately le¥t the town of Augustow, in order 
to proceed to America. Soth the town and its environs are being rapidly depop- 
ulated in consequence of the departure of its Jewish inhabitants. 

Another blow has been struck at the higher education of the Jews. The 
Minister of Public Instruction has ordered that all stipends given from the pub- 
lic funds to poor students, who are admitted free of charge to the high schools, 
shall henceforth be bestowed only cn those who profess the Christian faith.

he system of cremation, which has obtained eo many followers in this city 
has lately heen applied in the cases of two deceased members of the Jewish commtu- 
nity. In Milan, where the principal crematorium has been established, the re- 
mains of the mother of the ex-Deputy Signor Fano, have been cremated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of her will. A similar operation was a short time 
previous'y performed at Florence on the body of the Commander Sacerdoti, whose 
ashes the Chief Rebbi of that city dil not allow to be interred among the other 
Jewirh deal, Inaccordance with his directions they were buried in a separate 
pirt of the cemetery, as is donein the cis: of suicides. Our Rabbis in general are 
opposed to cremation, as are also the Catholic clergy, and, in relation to this sub- 
ject, [ am reminded of the fine sermon delivered some yeara ago at the Bevis 
Marks Synagogue, in London, by my lamentel friend, the late Dr. Artom, when 
the movement for burning the dead firat came on the /apis in Italy. He declared 
at the time that euch a proceeding was absolutely opposed to the principles of our 
holy religion, 


A matter which has. been the subjecs of considerable discussion in the prees 


and in private circ ea, is the disappearance of a young lady, the daughter of Signor 
Debenedetti, Chief Rabbiof Naples. In spite of the search eet on foot by the 
police,the poor father, who, as you may imagine, is in the utmost despair, has not 
yet Ciecovered any traces of the missing gir), The incident has attracted the more 
notice in our community, since a few weeks ago, another girl, belonging to a 
respectable Jewish family at Saluzzo, ‘fall into the snares of the Missionaries— 
those fanat cal hunters after the souls of Jaws—who are so numerous in this coun- 
try, and by whom she ha’ heen baptise? 

Here, in Italy, among our coreligionists, we have namerous Counts, Barons 
Com manders,and Chevaliers, but no Jew has hitherto passed beyond the grade of 
Count, Now, however, we can boast of a Jewish Marquis, Count Edouard Cahen, 
member of a family well known in England and France, having been created to 
that rank by King Humbert with the title of Marchese de Torre Alfina, 

One of the most distinguished ef our Italian coreligionists, the Senator Tullo 
Massaran\, who is gifted alike as a° politician, a writer in prose and verse. and a 
painter, is «exhibiting at the Paris Salon a large historical picture, named L’esclave 
aux colombes,” besides other clever paintings, M. Clement, the talented art critic 
of the Jowrnal dex Debats, his passed the highest eulogiums upon theee pictures of 
Signor Marsarani, who also exhibits at the Salon four sketches forming part of a work 
which wili be entitled “ L’Odisaea della Donna.” Such personages as Sicnor Mas- 
saran ure not only an honour to Italian Judaism, but to the entire community. 

We have recently hell our manicipal elections, for which there were two Jew.

JEWISH LITERARY GLEANINGS, 
A HEBREW WHITAKER. 


Almanacka or yearly periodicals on Jewish matters have been published 
in various countries and in various languages. The first was the Meassef, begun 
in 1784, and continued to 1811. This was followed by the Dikkurey ha-Ittim, 
the Kerem Hemed, the Yeshurun, and many others, the names of which, I think 
my readers will not care to know. The contributors were contemporaries of 
Mendelssohn, Rapaport, Luzzatto, Geiger, not to speak of many still living sarcn/s. 
They are all in Hebrew and mostly devoted to learning and original poetry. Busch 
and Wertheimer’s Jahrbiicher in German are less learned and more popular, but 
withont any practical object. Of the same category is the Annunire de la Societe 
des Etudes Juives. Two years ago Rabbi I. Lunez began with an almanack 
chiefly concerning the Holy Land, which is partly learned and partly devoted t 
the state of the Jews in Palestine.. The present yearly publication, the J/a-A ef 
for 5b45— 1884-5), edited by Nathan Sokolov, is real init itt mn of our W hit iker. 
It contains general articles on the Stock Exthange, banks and banking business, 
on Post and Telegraphs, on Ratlways, on Army and Navy, on: Schools and 
Universities, as well as Law Courts in Russia, with the Jewish (Karaitic as well 
as Rabbinitic), Russian, Gregorian, and Mahometan calendars... Moreover, 
find there an account ofall the new discoveries in science and art made 
the year 1885-4, and of all the important events of the same year, classilicd 
according to months. It is really marvellous how minutely everything, even tho 
£500 which the Prime Minister granted to Dr. Ginsburg for. his splendid edition 
of the Massorah, is reported in a few pages. 

We see here with pleasure the announcement of a Iebrew translation (with 
corrections and additions according to the #rost recent researches made in various 
libraries) of Dr. Graetz’s Ilistory of the Jéws; I hope Warsaw will be quicker 
than the English translators, of Whom nothing has been heard yet. Very useful 
are the chronological data—not, however, always accurate—of Jewish histor) 
from Adam down to the death of R. Simeon Schreiber, Rabbi of Cracow anil 
Member of the Austrian Reichsrath. Extremely diplomatical ia the following 
record: “ Moses, son of Shem Tob of Leon, born towards 5010—1250, Talimudist 
and distinguished Kabbalist, who und the Zoh ir, composed seve ral Kabbalisti 
works and died in the year 5965—1285."" The data for the chronological history 
of the Karaites are also given, as well as those of general history. There are 
chapters on medicine. Institutions and endowments made by Jews in 1883-4 
are- described, and obituaries of distinguished menin Israel who died in the sam 
year are also given. This is followed by the history of the congregations of 
Warsaw, Wilna, Minsk and Moscow. These are summarily the contents of th 
first part. 

Other parts are rather literary. Let me begin by mentioning reviews.on Mr. 
Oliphant’s The Land of Gilead,” on Disraeli’s “ Tanered,’ on George Eliot's

‘* Daniel Deronda.” on Auerbach’s and Kompert’s collected works. It may be seen 
from this variety of reviews that the Jews in Poland and Russia are interested ir 
other literature than that of the Talmud and its commentaries. In fact it i 

astonishing to find that scarcely any cusnistical book is surveyed inthe Mu f. 


Critical works on the Talmud, such as Weiss’s “ Geschischte der Tradition” 
(in Hebrew, 3 volumes) are as freely treated as in a German, French,. or 
English periodical. Among original articles, we tind in the first. instance 
the history of the Vizir Samuel, the. Prinee of (ryrenada, by Dr. Hlurkavy, 
translated from the Russien which 
the greater part of students of Ih 


relating to the history of Samuel are given in the original. Reifmann has an 


interesting article on the language of plants mentioned in the Talmud ; S.J. F 

gives a clear and learned article on the Aggadali (a sttbject which is now worked 
out soelaborately by Dr. Bacher, of Buda-Pesth), and Slonimsky writes. onthe insti 
tution of the Calendar. An article on trade amongst the Jews during the times of 
the first and second Temples, by i. Atlaz, is. on the whole, taken from Herzfeld's 
 Handelageschichte der Juden,” but there 
biographical department we find biographies of the printer Oppenheim, of 
Zunz, and Slonimsky. Of novels there is nothing original, Mappu was not 
followed by any origin il writer of novels in Hebrew. A special! part (the fourth ) 
is filled with poetry by Tur and Gottlober on the:-o casion of Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore’s centenary. To Levinsolin, the literary reformer of the Jews in Poland, 
Herr Gottlober devotes the ninth part. Besides the poctry mentioned :bove, 
there are many other verses, which are follow I by « thical sayings (Sy) in 
prose, by B. Mandelstam. An article. on imeteorol concludes the volume. 
Nothing is wanting, not even advertis ments, which may perhaps be a guarantee 
for the regular continuation of the Hu-Asef; for many good publications of a 
similar kind, as we have seen above, have begun without having had a long life.

THE FIRST JEWISH PEER. 


At the New West End Synagogue, on Sabbath last, the Rev, 8, Singer preached 
from the text, taken from the day's Scriptural lesson, Numbers Xxiii,, 8 and %. 
“ How shall I curse whom God hath not cursed, or how shall I defy whom the Lord 
hath not defied’? . . . . Behold. 1 have received commandment to bless: and 
He hath blessed, and I cannot reverse it.” The preacher, in view of the fact of 
last Sabbath being the day before Coronation-day, commenced by giving a brief 
sketch of the persecution of the Jews by which the coronation of one of England's 
earlier Sovereigns, Richard I., was signalised, From such an event as I have roe. 
called, continued Mr. Singer,—and it is but one out of many of a similar king in 
Israel's history—to that which for the last day or two has occupied, and will no 
doubt for some time continne to occupy, the minds of Jews here and elsewhere 
what astride! The events are seven centuries apart : so are the ideas that helong 
to them.

one's country, its institutions, its rulers, and to seek, each one according to his lighte 
and his opportunities, to promote the general weal, No longer,is it deemed a des. 
ance or a degradation to Royalty to be approached by the descendants of those who 
both by precept and by practice taught the lesson, “My son, fear thou God and the 
King.’ We have lived to see the day when the last surviving vestiges of intoloer. 
ance have been swept from the public law of England ; when every right has been 
accorded and every privilege made attainable to us that is enjoyed or thrown open 
to our countrymen ; when one after another the doors have been unlocked that lead 
where we may eerve our Wueen and country, and the noblest assemblage of the land 
counts among its members a scion of the race of Israel. In those dark days who, 
in his most sanguing mood, could have snticipated such a change! Who would 
have dreamt of ita Hundred vears later, when our fathers were driven with every 
barbarous circumstance from these shores; or even two centuries or so aro, when 
the Jews returned to England, nobody seems quite able to explain how: or some 
eighty years later. when, after paying them the first instalment of long-deferred 
justice by parsing thé Naturalisation Act, the Government of the day had to stultify 
itself and to repeal that Act in obedience t» the clamour of popular fanatj. 
cism ; or even fifty years ago, when the struggle for the removal of the civil and 
political disabilities.of the Jews was developing itself?) Do we sufficiently grasp 
all that is implied in the mighty change that has come over our nation's fate? Do 
we rightly appreciate the difference, which it is well at times to recall, between the 
Jew—an alien, an outcast, an object of perpetnal suspicion, contempt and OPpPrTres- 
sion, and the Jew—a free citizen, a jadge, a trusted servant of the Crown, an elect of 
the people, an honoured member of the House of Lords? 

Apart, I trust, from all unreasoning national vanity, we may assuredly claim 
this for the Jews, that they are a people not unworthy to furnish their co: tingent 
towards the world's aristocracy, If an almost epotiess purity of race, if a line of 
ancestry reaching back into the remotest ages if these are elements to be taken 
into account, where shall we find the superiors of the Jewish people? And if we 
sppeal to a higher standard, which among the races that peop e Europe can point to 
a more ancient culture and civilisation than ours! In oneof those closely reasoned 
and invulnerable speeches with which Macaulay fonght the battle of Jewish Eman. 
cl} ation in the House of Commons, he appeals wo those of hia opponents who had 
asserted that there was something in the national character of the Jews that un- 
fitted them for the highest duties of citizens to remember, that “in the infancy of 
civilisation, when our island was as savage as New Guinea, when letters and arts 
were still unknown to Athens, when scarcely a thatehed hut stood on what was 
afterwards the site of Rome, this contemned people had their fenced cities and cedar 
palaces, their splendid Temple, their fleet of merchant ships, their schools of sacred 


learning, their great statesmen and soldiera, their philosophers, their historians and 
poets.” 


Bat while some may be content to regard the recent creation by the Sovereign 


of the first peer of Jewish race with pardonable pride and eatisfaction, let us hope that 
the altered conditions under which we live. and of which this eventis but one token, 
will suggest to us a!ll certain grounds, tirst, for gratitude to Almighty God, and next 
for a clearer recognition and more resolute performance of our duties in the happier 
times wherein our days are cast, “© Like streams of water,”' 
isa king’s heart in the hand of the Lord: 
it. 


said the wise man, “890 
whithersvever He pleaseth He turneth 
This vast progress, this stupendous contrast between the past and the present— 
it is God's work, the effect of the agencies he has set in motion! When 
compare what happens to-day, not only without opposition but with the 
general approval, with the state of things when the law grudgingly afforded 
its protection to the children of Israel, and the rights of. subjects, of 
citizens and of men were doled out to them bit by bit, under fear of a rising tide of 
indignation or under an overwhelming sense of public shame—can we fail to see in 
all this the finger of God, and to offer Him the homage of our prayerful gratitude! 

The happiest result we have been privileged to reap from the changes that have 
made our age illustrious is, that, side by side with the advantages we enjoy, we have 
the higher gratification of knowing that the religion of.the Jew is no bar to his 
true progress ; that hg.is respected, not because he casts it off or is ashamed of it, 
but in proportion as Uv consistently clings-to it and honours it. The words spoken 
on a memorable occasipn by the father of the first Jewish Peer of the United King- 
dom are likely to becgme hiscorical in the Anglo-Jewish community: “ We have 
much to rejoice at ; bY all our privileges would have been dearly bought if they 
had been purchased at the sacrifice of a single principle of our Religion.” The 
terrible decision is no longer forced upon us, that we must make our choice 
between worldly interest and Jewish honour. Almost the last excuse of timid souls 
has been snatched from us. People used to plead that Religion demanded too many sac- 
rifices from them. What know we, in comparison with even our immediate predeces- 
sors, of sacrifices forthe sake of our Judaism? Yes, when a fortress has to be cap- 
tured, some must Le prepared to lead the rest: some must be resolved to sacrifice 
themselves, if nocd be, that victory may be secured to the cause. But when the 
fighting is over, how easy it is for those who took no part in the fray to march 
through the breach which others have made! In the long and furiously contested 
battle for religious liberty, what have we personally suffered’ And now that the 
object has been gained for which others fought so ‘bravely and endured so much, 
what is required of us? Nothing but the courage of our convictions, the moral 
fortitude that is indispensable if we would preserve with honour what we have 
obtained with honour, a decent regard for our own consistency both in the eye of 
the world and in the light of our own conscience. The time has come when we 
may “ walk at liberty though we keep God's statutes, and can speak of His testi- 
monies tefore kings and not be ashamed.” The day is past when Jews might be 
martyrs: the day has come when they may be men and women. 

And, dear friends, there is need that we should bear all this in mind to-day. 
There is need of a little more manly vigour, a little more womanly constancy in our 
Judaism. You remember that when Israel firat went forth to freedom, “a large 
mixed multitude went up with them,” It was these. say our sages, who were the 
inciters to every rebellion against God, to every cowardly desertion of duty. They 
were the leaven in the dough. They had attached themselves to the Israelites for 
what they could gain ; and they fellaway from them whenever they were exposed to 
any stronger temptation. Israel has never been entirely free from the Cescendants 
of the “mixed multitude.’ Both in high places and in low places there have been 
those who, lacking the courage of their convictions. have helped to melt the 
heart of their brethren, But if ever such cocduct stood rebuked, if ever fidelity 
to (sods covenant met with ite reward. it is hy what occurs before our very yes

progress of this school, and the love which she felt for this institution. (Cheers).

rebuilt, When the Committee of the School decided to make the alteration which 
you have seen completed, they were told by some who are best acquainted with the 
wants of the Jewish community, and who take great interest in its welfare, that 
we were doing a very foolish thing, because the school was already a large one, and 
there was no prospect of an appreciable addition to its space by rebuilding it, These 
prophecies, if I may call them prophecies, hive all been falsified. Not only is the 
school as it at present stands, not too large, but it is too small. At the present 
moment it is no longer a school for an unlimited number of children: we cannot 
take any more; so that when Jewish children present themselves for admission. 
they have to besent elsewhere, The institution, 1 am happy to Say, is excellently 
spoken of by Her Majesty's Ins pector, who says in his report that the hich deyree 
of excellence obtained by both boys and girls is fully maintained, that there is little 
evidence ofa forcign element among the children, the reading being intelligent 
beyond the average, that full credit must be given to the great and mest sue- 
cessful efforts made to secure a knowledge of the meaning of words, and that the 
school is in this respect the first in the district. Such a report would be excellent 
in the case of any school and under any circumstances, It is however. doubly ex- 
cellent for this school, where the large majority of pupils are children who. on 
entering, could not speak one word of the English language. There are now 3.200 
children on the registers with a daily attendance of 3,140 (cheers), and of those 
who were lately examined, 9% per cent. of the boys, and {7 per cent. of the gir!s 
passed, (Cheers). We combine sound religious and Hebrew instruction with mn 
sound English education, and we do our best to turn out good and useful citizens 
But all this work cannot be done fornothing, The expenditure of this schoo] varies 
between nine and ten thousand pounds a year. Of this amount. a Government 
grant of about £3,001) is earned by the children, our endowments produce about 
£3,330, and forthe rest we have to depend on the donations and. subseri tions of
